REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. The best cited reference, 
Tanaka et al (U.S. 5,684,641) fails to meet the limitations of that of the claimed 
invention. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claims 1, Tanaka et al fails to disclose 
an optical lens specifically comprising a continuous flat face on a first side through 
which an axis in a focus direction of said optical lens passes. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 24, Tanaka et al fails to disclose 
an optical pickup apparatus comprising an optical member including an optical lens 
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specifically comprising a continuous flat face on a first side through which an axis in a 
focus direction of said optical lens passes. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
